While being taken to the County 
Jail yesterday after his arrest on a 
charge of embezzlement, Fred Dorn- 
berger, a local real estate dealer, 
threatened to commit suicide, ac- 
cording to the arresting officer, In- 
vestigator Austin of the District At- 
torney’s office.

FOR CITY TAXES. 


BUT PROJECTED CUT’S BASED 
ON HIGHER VALUATIONS. 
Increase of Nearly Ninety-four 
Million in Assessment Roll is 
Likely to Cut Twenty Cents from 
the Rate to Bring Same Revenue 

as Last Year. 


Figures showing the estimated in- 
crease in the valuation of real es- 


reau of Appraisal, were presented 
to Chairman Conwell of the .Effi- 
clency Commission by H. A. Payne, 


statistician for the department, 
showing that the net increase in val- 
vation is likely to be about $93,- 
871,973. 

This increase, according to Coun- 
ciiman Conwell, will. permit the 
Council to reduce the tax levy. for 
general purposes below the 9$0-cent 
mark that has entered into recent 
discussions of the ‘tax situation and 
may even permit a reduction to 80 
cents. 

According to the report presented 
yesterday, the real. estate valuation 
for 1915-16 was $230,273,187, and 
with the estimated increase of 40 
per cent. the figure this year will 


| be $822,382,461 for the real estate 


valuation. 

Improvements last year were val- 
ved at $132,373,008, and deducting 
the 10 per cent. estimated decrease 


this year, the assessed value of im- 
provement: for 1916-17 will be $119,- 
135,708. This gives a total estimated 
assessment value of real estate and 
improvements in the city for this 
year of $441,518,168. To this may be 
added personal property estimated 
at $57,558,995, and the estimated 
valuation for San Fernando and the 
Palms districts at $15,000,000. This 
gives a total nonoperative roll for 
the coming year of $514,072,163. 
Last year the total was $420,200,- 
190 and the increase is estimated 
at $93,871,973. 

“The temptation is great to hold 
to the old dollar tax levy for munli- 
cipal purposes, which would raise 
about $1,000,000 more this year than 
last,” said Councilman Conwell yes- 
terday. “I find, however, that a 
levy of 80 cents for municipal pur- 
poses will raise within a few thous- 
and dollars of the amount raised 
last year, and I hope we can keep 
to that figure. Although I am not 
a member of the Finance Commit- 
tee, I have given considerable at- 
tention to the finances of the city 
and the subject is one that is of 
vital interest to all.”’

An- 
tonio Arujo Was never arrested and 
is now a fugitive from justice. 

Mr. Kirk claimed the evidence 
would. show that Ricardo Flores 
Magon was neither editor nor pro- 
prietor af Regeneracion, but the re- 
sponsible editor was Enrique Flores 
Magon, who would admit that he 
was the head of the concern.

INADEQUATE. 


Merchants and Manufacturers 
Oppose New Ordinance. 


Honest Institutions. | 


May Create Own Committee to 
Handle Donations. 


Action taken by the board of dl- 
rectors of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association yesterday, re- 
garding the proposed new ordinance 
creating the Municipal Charities 
Commission, was to directly disap- 
prove of .its provisions on the 
grounds that it does not adequately 


protect either the donors or the char- 
ities that depend upon them. 

In a statement which will be sent. 
to the City Council the position of 
the association is outlined and it is 
set forth that {f a commission is ap- 
pointed under the proposed ordi- 
nance members of,the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, who 
are large contributors to charities, 
will place their contributions in the 
hands of the association itself for 
distribution by a special committee 
that shall supervise the institutions 
receiving its aid, and that no indorse- 
ment of the institution can be ob- 
tained from the association unless 
the institution applying therefor 
meets with all the requirements of a 
well-conducted, honest and business- 
like administration. 

GIVES NO PROTECTION. 

The statement to be sent to the 
Council says: 

“The ordinance creating the Char- 
ity Commission now before your 
honorable body for consideration, as 
submitted by the City Attorney, does 
not, in our opinion, protect the don- 
ors or the charities that depend upon 
them for their existence and financial 
support. 

“It must be that charit- 
able and philanthropic institutions 
maintained by public subscriptions 
are of a quasi-public character, and 
consequently the moneys so contrib- 
uted are public funds and the public 
has a right to demand that these 
funds be properly managed and ex- 
pended for the purposes for which 
they were solicited, and that those 
be to. to public scru- 

ny 

“The management of the majority 
of these institutions is in the hands 
of self-appointed or self-elected 
boards of directors, and they have 
no right to assume that they can ex- 
pend the money contributed by the 
public-spirited citizens without com- 
plying to the demand for an absolute 
accounting. We do not désire to 
cast any reflection om the honesty or 
integrity of such directors, yet experi- 
ence has taught that mismanage- 
ment and dishonesty will at times 
prevail 


“The ordinance as reported to your 
honorable body by the Public Wel- 
fare Committee does not furnish that 
protection that we believe must be 
pres principal aim of desired legisla-
